We are concerned with your strong-arm tactics you are using to publicly demand that Seattle 
Police Officer Guild re-open their Collectively Bargained Agreement. You and the Seattle City 
Council voted to approve the Collectively Bargained Agreement and we are dismayed at the 
efforts you are making to undermine the Agreement. 

Laborers Local Union 242 is party to a Community Workforce Agreement negotiated with the 
City of Seattle and this makes us wonder how you would react if there was pressure placed on 
you to erode the CWA.
